Important Pension Baling*. 


Assistant Secretary of the Interior 


Bejnoldsmade fonr important pension 
rulings Tuesday. He decided that the 
act ot congress prohibiting payment of 
pensions after July, 1898, to a non-resi- 
dent of the United States, except for 
actual service disabilities, applies to 
widows who are noc-rssident aliens; that 
where a soldier dies leaving a legally 
divorced wife and minor children over 16 
years old his mother occupied a pension- 
able statue, and can apply for and receive 
s pension as dependent mother of snob 
eo{di«r upon making necessary proof, and 
that where an invalid pensioner dies 
leaving no increase or renting claim 
pending at the bureau, taut has accepted 
the rate of penaion then received with- 
out demniring, the widow can not file an 
original claim for rerating of her dead 
husband's pension. 


It is also decided that the commis- 


sioner of pensions has no authority to 
change terme of contract for pension 
attorneys' fees where the contract with 
claimant was in accordance with law, nor 
can he refuse to ieene penaion to a claim- 
ant because allowanes is insufficient to 
pay the fee contracted tor. OertlfleMe 
should ineue irrespective ot the amount 
due.
